Commencing the struggle of life at the tender 
age of twelve years, a stranger in a strange land, 
having tb earn my bread by the sweat of my brow, 
your Honor will bear with me, unaccustomed as I am 1 
to appear in Courts, much less to address them. I 
have feared that I might fail in bearing myself on 
this occasion worth* of the place and the position I 
occupy, and the great principles involved in the case 
before you. 1 say to your Honor, therefore, if I fail 
in observing the usual forms of the place, it will be 
from a want of judgment and error of the head, and 
not of the heart. Therefore I do not think 1 shall 
fare worse at the hands of your Honor, if I state 
plainly my views and feelings on the great question 
of the age—the rights of man. I feel that it is a case 
that will lie referred to long after you and I have gone 
to meet the great Judge of all the earth. 

It has been argued by the prosecution that I, 
eigner, protected by the laws of my adopted country, 
should be the last to disobey those laws; but in this 
I find nothing that should destroy my sympathy for 
the crushed, struggling children of toil in all lands. 

Surely 1 have been protected. The fish in the 
rivers, the quail in the stubble, the deer in the forest, 
have been protected. Shall I join hands with those 
who make wicked laws, in crushing out the poor 
black man, for whom there is no protection but in 
the grave, where the wicked cease from troubling and 
the weary are at rest ? 

It is true, sir—I am a foreigner. I first saw the 
light among the rugged but free hills of Scotland ; a 
land, sir, that never was conquered, and where a slave 
never breathed. Let a slave set foot on that shore, 
and his chains fall off forever, and ho becomes what 
God made him—a man. In this far-off land 1 heard 
of your free institutions, your prairie lands, your

Where do yon find that the 
government is to hunt up and return at its own 
expense a slave that flees from his cruel and bloody 
master? Where in those lines is the authority to 
compel me to be a partaker in the crimes of the 
stealer ? The General Government is not once 
tioned; but the States in their separate sovereignties 
are named. But, sir. this article expressly provides 
that the party making the claim shall have owed him 
’service or labor due from the party claimed. If Jim 
Gray owed service or labor, or money, to Phillips. I 
am the last man in the world to raise my voice or 
hand to prevent Phillips, or any man, from obtaining 
their dues. What I would grant to the devil him¬ 
self, I would not withhold even from the slaveholder 
—his due. Jim Gray claims that he does not owe 
Phillips a day's work or a dollar of money. Phillips 
claims that he owes him every day’s work that has 
been deposited in his bones and'sinews * yea, the toil 
of his body and mind both, till death shall end the 
period of stipulated toil. Here is a question for legal 
examination and judicial discussion. Does the man 
Gray owe this man Phillips anything? The Constitu¬ 
tion is very clear and very plain in pointing out the 
way this question is to be settled. 

Article - provides that person shall be 

deprived of life, liberty or property without due pro¬ 
cess of law. That Jim Gray is a person, is admitted 
on all hands. Phillips admits it; the bloodhounds, 
marshals and attorneys that hunt him, say he is 
person—a person held to service. The amount 
dispute is the liberty and life-long toil of a man just 
entering into the full maturity of manhood. A great 
question lies between these mcn._ But Gray, standing 
on soil covered by this Constitution, can be robbed of | 
liberty, or the wages of his toil, only by due process 
of law.

There are cases where not to speak is a strong 
__rm of assertion —not to condemn is to approve. 
When a great moral question is made a test question 
before the public mind, or a great evil is threatening 
to spread in a community, and any body of men pro¬ 
fessing eminently to be' the representative men of 
Christianity, decline publicly and clearly to express 
any opinion about it, this want of assertion is imme¬ 
diately received by the powers of evil as the strongest 
affirmation. 

The history of the slavery question has been such 
constant history of such instances, among different 
religions bodies professing to represent the Christian 
Church, as to give rise to more unbelief in Christianity 
as a practical working force, than any other one 
cause. Two marked instances of this kind have 
lately occurred. The Episcopal Convention in New 
York, and the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions in Boston, being importuned, have 
refused to testify against an inhumanity the most 
loathsome and horrible that ever defaced human his¬ 
tory—the slave trade.* 

Nor can it be pleaded in excuse that this is 
bygone and obsolete kind of wickedness—since it has 
come back on us like the demoniac with seven other 
spirits more wicked than itself. It is computed that 
a slave ship leaves the port of New York every week 
fitted out for this infernal traffic—to say nothing of 
what is done in other ports. It is known that officers 
appointed by Government to prevent this horror are 
constantly bribed into connivance, and that these I 
floating hells, with their living cargoes of horror and 
despair, are riding the waves with the connivance, if 
not by the money, of men who hold seats in our 
churches and profess to be Christians. 

The very refusal to testify shows how the poison- 
_js roots of the cancer have spread in the so-called 
Christian Church. A few years ago, Vho was 
offended with denunciations of the slave trade? 
Nobody ! That was “ given up to Satan ”—and the 
cheap rhetoric of those who defended slavery 
expended itself in valiant abuse of the slave trade. 

It was as lawful a subject of abuse as Nebuchadnezzar 
or Amaziah or Jehorara, or any ofthe Old Testament 
sinners whose transgressions aflord such splendid 
targets for those who wish to avoid personalities in 
then- own times. But the same arguments which 
demoralized the conscience and frittered away the 
moral sense in regard to bearing testimony against 
slavery, hold equally good against the slave trade— 
and that is beginning to be understood. All evil : - 
logically connected, and will invariably run in 
immutable sequences. There is no abomination that 
can be mentioned or can be conceived which migh 
not be suffered to gain ground in a community bt 
steadily pursuing the same course that the American 
Church has done about slavery. 

It has come now to be delicate ground to talk 
rainst the slave trade; and Christian bodies, instead 
oF speaking in thunder, piously shut their eyes 
give thanks that so very embarrassing a topic 
not been suffered to divide the hearts of brethri 
interrupt the rejoicings of a solemn jubilee to 
memorate the triumphs of Christianity.

On Monday evening last, as well as on the previous 
Monday, a public meeting was held in the Town Hall, 
at which addresses—having reference to the question 
which at present agitates all sections of the American 
community, namely, the present limitation and ulti¬ 
mate abolition of the anomalous institution of slavery 
in the midst of a boastful republic—were delivered by 
Mr. George Thompson, late M.P. for the Tower Ham¬ 
lets, whose labors Ipv the abolition of slavery in the 
British Colonies are jvell remembered by many of the 
inhabitants of Brighton : and Mr. William Croft, 
whose romantic story of the escape of himself and 
wife from slavery in Georgia, is familiar to many of 
onr readers. The boisterous storm of wind and rain 
which prevailed at the time of the first of these two 
meetings, operated against a full attendance ; but the 
audience was of a very respectable character, and 
appeared much interested in the proceedings. In the 
absence (on the first occasion) of the Mayor, who was 
prevented from being present by an engagement, the 
chair was taken by John Noble, Esq., J.P., late 
Mayor of Boston, and now a resident of this town, 
upon whom Mr. Thompson, in proposing that lie 
should preside, pronounced a high eulogium,as being 
a gentleman long devoted to the furtherance of all 
measures conducive to the freedom, elevation and 
moral improvement of his fellow-beings. 

After some observations by the Chairman, Mr. 
Alderman Burrows, 

Mr. Craft delivered a very interesting address, in 
which he exposed the objections of such as declare 
that the slaves of the United States do not desire their 
freedom, furnishing various illustrations of their 
irrepressible yearnings after emancipation, and of the 
dangers they will encounter to reach a soil where 
they may stand erect, free and secure from the man- 
hunter. The speaker also gave instances of the gross 
and guilty perversion of Christianity, in the so-called 
religious teaching furnished to slaves by pro-slavery 
ministers and others, with a view to reconcile the vic¬ 
tims of oppression, not only to uncompensated toil 
and perpetual bonds, but to the cruel spourgings 
which are often inflicted upon them. 

Mr. Thompson commenced by observing _ that if 
those in this country who honored the Christian reli- 
and desired to extend it, were about, for the 
_time, to expend their philanthropy and mission¬ 
ary zeal upon a foreign field of labor, there would be 
work tor them to do more necessary and impera- 
... e than that of seeking to abolish American sla¬ 
very, by means of the Christianization of the pro¬ 
fessing'Christians of the United States, who had 
prostituted the New Testament to such an extent as 
to make it sanction oppressions and abominations, 
worse than any that had grown out of the false 
creeds and barbarous usages of idolatrous and pagan 
tribes. * The preceding speaker had told them an 
anecdote which spoke volumes. The use of the 
bloody lash was justified by the quotation that “ he 
who knoweth his master’s will, and doeth it not, shall 
be beaten with many stripes." Two centuries ago, a
